ranean. Preparations for 
his wel- 
come at the pier were made yester- 
day by the Persian-American Edu- 
actlonal Society and a number of local 
followers. 
Abbas Bffendi, as he is known by 
his official title. Is the third of the 
leaders of'Bahaism. He has been re- 
peatedly Imprisoned by the Moslems, 
who regard his liberal tendencies w 
the greatest distrust. The Banal be- 
lief is that universal peace is possible 
only through the harmony of all re- 
ligions, and that all religions are 
basically one. It Is estimated that 
about a third of the Persians are now 
members of the cult. 


BISHOP QX SAME SHIP.

The Bahai movement was founded 


Toy Baha'o'llah, father of Abdul Baha, 
who declares that over fifty years ago 
one of the chief lessons his father 
sought to impress upon his followers 
was the- necessity for world peace 
through the instrumentality of arbi- 
tration treaties. He develops this idea 
to the extent even of' providing for 
the terms of a treaty for international 
police and a gradual disarmament.

N KILLED 


BY SHIP'S 


Goaded by Cruel Treatment, 


Japanese Shoots His 


Tormentor. 


SAX 
FRAXCISCO, 
April 
11.— 


Goaded to desperation by months of 
brutal treatment and in the heat of a 
passion aroused by insulting epithets 
and cruel blows, S. Okulo, the Japa- 
nese cook on the schooner Americana, 
shot and killed Carl Benson, master 
of the vessel The Americana arrived 
here yesterday, 129 days from New- 
castle, 
Australia, 
in 
command 
of 


James Robinson, who was shipped at 
Newcastle as second mate. 
Okulo, 


who was put In irons five days after 
the shooting, and kept in confine- 
ment for the rest of the trip, was 
turned over to the United States mar- 
shal and will be tried for murder on 
the high seas. 


The shooting occurred shortly be- 


fore 7 o'clock the morning of Janu- 
ary 27, when Captain Benson went 
to the galley and accused Okulo of 
being wasteful with the ship's stores. 
There was no witness to the shooting, 
but both officers and men of the 
Americana's 
crew 
accept 
Okulo's 


version of the trouble that led up tu 
the tragedy, as it was a repetition of 
what had been an almost dally oc- 
currence since the ship left New- 
castle. 
• 


The captain, says Okulo, called Tilm 


insulting names and then knocked 
him down. The cook jumped to his 
feet and was felled a second time. The 
second time he arose Okulo ran to his 
bunk and from under the-pillow took 
a pistol, with which he fired five 
bullets into the captain's body. 
The captain ran from the galley 


and dropped on deck near the main 
hatch. The mates, 'attracted by the 
shooting, found him there, dying. 
"The cook shot me," he said, and 
lapsed into unconsciousness. He died 
twenty minutes later, and his body, 
sewn in a canvas shroud and weighted 
with pig iron was dropped overboard 
at 3 o'clock that afternoon. 


MATE A PUGILIST. 


The mat* of the Americana was 
Harry Hurst, who is better known in 
the pugilistic world as "Young Fiti- 
simmons." The death of the master 
loft the mate in command, but as 
Second Officer Robinson had master's 
papers and had been in actual com- 
mand of sailing vessels, it was de- 
cided that 
Robinson should take 
charge of tlie Americana. 


Captain Benson was 43 years old 
and a native of Sweden. He had the 
reputation of being a hard master. 
He invariably reached port with a 
tale of trouble. Several voyages ago 
'he arrived here with three members 
of the crew in irons, and on a< later 
voyage he put his mate and second 
mate in irons. 


Of the officers and men that left 
Puget sound wtih him all but two 
members of the crew left the ship at 
Newcastle and gave as their reason 
that Captain Benson had made life a 
burden for them. Among those who 
stayed by the ship was Okulo and he 
tried to desert, but was prevented .by 
Captain Benso'n. 


Officers and men of the Americana 
are unanimous in giving Okulo a good 
name, both as a peaceful man and a 
good cook, and in the accounts of the 
tragedy as told both fore and aft tlie 
only sympathy expressed was for the 
little brown man, who wag goaded, 
they say, beyond human endurance. 
It as not until five days after the 
tragedy that the officers decided to 
place Okulo under restraint. He was 
handcuffed and 'shackled by one leg 
to a stanchion in the dining-room, 
•n-hich was his prison for the re- 
mainder of the voyage.

The City Architecture. 


The trouble over Mr. Donovarfs appointment as city architect 


and his conduct in that office could not have occurred at a time 
more unfortunate for the interests of Oakland. 


For this Commissioner Anderson appears to be primarily re- 


sponsible. We can well understand that the desire of the other com- 
missioners to placate may have led to their acquiescence, without 
due consideration of a plan that was sure to cause ciiticism and 
discontent 
They forgot, however, that Mr. Anderson represents a 


different spirit and different politics from the public and political 
motives and purposes that inspire them. No one can be persuaded 
that Mayor Mott stands sponsor for what Anderson represents. 
Mott has especially commanded the confidence and favor of our 
people, who have learned, for good reasons, to look to him for de- 
fense of all their higher interests. The Mayor may not be able to 
influence or control other commissioners. Let us hope that he may 
jmpress them in favor of those things for which he is believed to 
stand. 


Oakland cannot well endure a disruption of her city government, 


as represented by Mayor .Mott, who has been the embodiment of 
our progress and has represented that spirit which has floated our 
standard far in advance of that position for which we hoped. 


But the recall now being agitated is a danger which no one 


should overlook. It is a stream into which flows every rivulet of 
discontent and suspicion. The reasons officially filed for the recall 
are trivial and frivolous. The proponents of the recall are in them- 
selves contemptible. But the movement started by them loses sight 
Of its petty origin and gains momentum from every side in which 
discontent can be generated. 


We have no doubt that out of thi* unfortunate discord over the 


appointment and conduct of Architect Donovan will issue influences 
that will help a disastrous overthrow of our municipal government 
and the defeat of all the fair hopes that have clustered around its 
often approved policies. 


So we urge theVlayor and the other commissioners to remember 


that the public interests are greater than Mr. Donovan, ''and higher 
than any personal scheme or wish of Commissioner Anderson. 


Anyone who would dare chant the little old jingle about "Rain, 


'rain, go away;' come aeain some other day," in the presence of a 
farmer these days would daie do anything, even to standing up for 
the umpire in' the midst of a protesting body of fans.

Old Dog Tray and Hit Muzzle. 


Before Mr. H. G. Wells, the Engiish" novelist and sociologist, 


turned his attention to matrimony and other minor matters he was 
accustomed to write pseudo-scientific stories about the future to 
be forecast for the year 2000. Among-Jhis predictions was a "dog- 
less and horseless city." 


Apparently Mr. Fred C. Turner, Commissioner of Public Health 


and Safety, has been taking-a course of reading in the earlier literary 
efforts of the English novelist.. Wells planned his Utopian metrop- 
olis for a time when electricity should have been mastered to such 
a degree that it would do the work of the world without the aid of 
animal agencies, and when 'human nature should have also gradu- 
ated into the epoch of the machine so successfully that the desire 
to keep animal pets would be an indication of mental unbalance. It 
would seem that Turner has not appreciated the wisdom of Mr. 
Wells in placing the time at a date so far distant in the future that 
by the time mankind has come to the actual testing of his forecast, 
the very natrn; Gf Wells will have been forgotten. 


Not'conteui-itfmi having put through the City Council a dog 


muzzjing ordinance, Commissioner Turner has undertaken to pre- 
scribe the fashions and styles in muzzles to be worn by Oakland 
canines. The result is somewhat ludicrous. 


Turner was at first in favor of the leather muzzle, and the hard- 


ware stores did a fine large business in this form of mask. Several 
samples of the approved type of headgear were provided for display 
at the central police station, and the sergeants of police spent their 
time giving demonstrations as to the esthetic and hygienic quali- 
ties of the approved muzzles. 


It is estimated that several hundred leather muzzles have been 


sold to comply with the Turner dog ordinance. Irate citizens who 
inadvertently purchased muzzles of the kind not stamped with the 
commissioner's approval pleaded in vain to have their dogs released, 
and finally abandoned the fight and got the right kind of muzzle. 


But there is a new sorrow among the dog owners. A new form 


„$ r»ii77\f fa re-reiving the attention of the Commissioner of Public 
Health and Safety, and it is anticipated that within a few days the 
•pring styles in muzzles approved before Easter Sunday will be a 
discard, and that only dogs wearing the wire basket muzzle will be 
recognized in the best Turneresque society. _ 


According to the members of the Society for the Prevention of 


Cruelty to Animals, the first muzzle approved by Turner is a dis- 
ease-breeding menace to the health of the dogs and their masters. 
In addition to being insanitary, these leather muzzles are said to 
be unsatisfactory and inefficient as muzzles unless they are buckled 
go tight as to torture the dog. 


It is probably a fact that some means should be taken to pre- 


vent the dread disease which has caused a death in San Francisco 
and eight in Southern California from spreading to this side of the 
bay. It iSva'so true ^at ky muzzling the dogs 'human life may be 
saved. Death by rabies is recognized as one of the most horrible 


• fatc« known to man. 


But before the muzzling ordinance was made effective a definite 


policy s« to i** enforcement should have been determined upon, 
and the people should have been given an opportunity to comply 
with the new regulation in something bordering upon a sane and 
reasonable manner.

Passing Spurious Checks. 


Passing of spurious bank checks as a method of obtaining easy 


money is a practice that appears to be on an increase rather than 
decrease. 
In spite of the heavy penalties fixed by law, persons 


seem not to heed the numerous examples shown on the records of 
criminal courts. 


Superior Judge Ellsworth recently remarked with surprise the 


predominance of such cases that came before his court. In spite of 
precaution on the part of bankers and the skepticism of merchants, 
hundreds of bad checks are turned over to the authorities every 
month. Many of the perpetrators elude punishment; nearly as 
many are taken into the toils and the price they must pay in the 
end is overwhelmingly out of proportion to any benefit they might 
have received had they been successful. Invariably the amounts 
are trivial and often only one bad check sends the person who 
passed it to prison. One dollar or a hundred is all the same in the 
eyes of the law. For out-and-out robbery a man might receive a 
lighter sentence. It is not so much what's really done as it is the 
doing of it that counts. 


One of the chief vehicles of trade must be protected or the ef- 


ficiency of the whole system is at stake. A man's signature may be 
"faked" more readily than his purse. Therefore drastic measures 
must be taken against indiscriminate barter of such assets by unau- 
thorized persons. 


Of those who play the game and lose it is noticed that there are 


both old and young; those who should know better and others who 
should have learned. In spite of the risk, bad check-passing con- 
tinues much as if each offender thinks himself just one bit cleverer 
than the man who bungled. He does not profit by the mistakes of 
others, but that's a way of the world. Of all crimes committed for 
monetary gain, and most crimes are, that appears to be the most 
simple, while in reality it is one of the most dangerous nowadays.

From sales of agricultural pro- 
duce at the university farm, sales of the 
creamery there, and sales of tha. experi- 
ment stations.at Berkeley, Whlttler, Im- 
perial Valley. Ktverside, Santa Monica, 
and from the tax for the Inspection of 
cotnmerctal fertilizers, $91,000 will be re- 
served. Fees paid by non-residents of 
CajHfornia-7-for California students' tuition 
js free—rand Infirmary, gymnasium and 
surnmer session fees, and deposits to .cover 
breakage in the laboratories, will bring in 
$98\000. From the university hospital and 
the medical and dental departments there 
will be receipts of $88,000, and miscel- 
laneous • minor receipts win bring the

home rule bill of 1893, which left the 
customs under the control of tlie im- 
perial government. 


TJSED TO UPHEAVAL.

"must appoint officers of election boards 
11 om tue leglbteied electors of each pre- 
cinct whose names appear on the last 
assessment roll of the county or city and 
county to serve as election officers onlv 
In tha election precinct in which they are 
registered and actually reside." 


In addition to these two qualifications, 
viz., that the name shall appear upon 
the last assessment roll of the county, 
and the officers shall be registered as 
electois, the same section provides that 
no parson shall be eligible to act as an 
officer of election at any precinct who 
has been emploved In any official capac- 
ity In the County or City and County In 
the State within ninety days next preced- 
ing an election, or who cannot read and 
write the English lanjruage 
This section 


ptescribing; the qualifications of election 
officers not only applies to the general 
election to be held in November, but also 
to the Direct Primary Election and the 
Presidential Primary Election. 


There is, nothing in the act limiting the 


hours of labor for women, approved by 
the Legislature March 22, 1911,' -wnlch 
prohibits women from acting as memoers 
of election boards. This act applies only 
to women employed in any manufactur- 
ing, mechanical or mercantile establish- 
ment, laundry, hotel or restaurant, or 
telegraph or telephone establishment or 
office, or by any express or transporta- 
tion company In this State. 


I, therefore, advise you that all women 


whose names appear upon tne last as- 
sessment roll of the County, who are reg- 
istered electors, who can read and write 
the English language, and who have not 
been employed in any official capacity in 
the County -oithin ninety days next pre- 
ceding any election, are eligible for ap- 
pointment as members of election boards
